FOREIGN  INSURANCE  COMPANIES  IN  JAPAN. 

Claims  Agents  not  Affected  by  New  Law. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  pp.  188-9  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  23rd  January  relative  to  the  new  law  regarding  foreign 
insurance  companies  doing  business  in  Japan,  H.M.  Commercial 
Attache  at  Yokohama  (Mr.  E.  F.  Crowe,  C.M.G.)  reports  that  the 
Japanese  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Commerce  —  the  competent 
authorities  to  administer  the  law  —  have  decided  that  the  agents  of 
foreign  insurance  companies  in  Japan  who  confine  themselves  solely 
to  the  settlement  of  claims  cannot  be  considered  as  doing  insurance 
business  in  Japan,  and  therefore  do  not  come  under  the  provisions  of 
the  new  law.  (C.  2,386.) 


BRITISH  TRADE  ABROAD. 

Hayti — The  following  information  is  from  the  report  by  H.M. 
Consul-General  at  Port-au-Prince  on  the  trade  of  Hayti  in  1911, 
which  will  shortly  be  issued  : — 

The  United  States  is  a  long  way  ahead  of  other  countries  in  supply¬ 
ing  the  Haytian  market,  a  large  quantity  of  food-stuffs  being  supplied 
by  that  country;  the  United  Kingdom  and  France  come  next  a  long 
way  behind,  and  Germany  last.  The  progress  made  by  American 
manufacturers  is  due  no  doubt  to  the  quicker  execution  of  orders, 
rendered  possible  by  the  favourable  geographical  situation  of  the 
United  States  in  regard  to  Hayti,  which  affords  the  Haytian  merchant 
a  longer  time  in  which  to  make  his  remittances  than  when  ordering 
his  goods  from  the  United  Kingdom. 

As  Europeans  are  only  permitted  to  do  a  wholesale  business, 
no  white  traders  are  to  be  found  in  the  interior.  No  shops  or 
stores  were  met  with  by  the  Consul-General  in  any  of  the  towns 
visited  by  him,  the  markets,  which,  according  to  the  importance 
of  the  place,  are  held  on  one,  two  and  three  days  in  each  w’eek,  being 
the  only  medium  by  which  the  people  can  dispose  of  their  goods  in 
the  interior.  Europeans  have,  therefore,  to  confine  themselves  to  the 
coast  towns,  and  to  buy  all  their  produce  from  the  native  middleman, 
who  does  the  bartering  in  the  country  towns. 

H.M.  Consul-General  has  forwarded  samples  of  American  cotton 
goods  from  two  merchants  in  Hayti  which,  together  with  particulars 
of  c.i.f.  prices,  may  be  seen  by  British  manufacturers  and  merchants 
at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  73, 
Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.

The  mineral  output  in  1911  was  somewhat  restricted  owing  to  long 
extended  labour  disputes,  and  the  largest  previous  production  was  in 
1910,  compared  with  which  that  of  1912  shows  an  increase  of 
26,243,866  dols.,  or  over  24  per  cent.  This  progress  is  all  the  more 
satisfactory  because  it  is  evidently  due  to  a  widespread  and  sub¬ 
stantial  development  of  the  country’s  mineral  resources.  The  only 
new'  camp  of  importance  to  contribute  largely  to  the  year’s  output 
was  Porcupine,  the  gold  production  of  which  was  about  one  and 
three-quarter  million  dollars. 

A  substantial  increase  in  price  in  most  of  the  metals,  which  took 
place  early  in  the  year  and  continued  throughout  it,  had  a  very 
important  bearing  on. the  year’s  operations  and  contributed  largeh’’ 
to  the  increased  value  of  the  output. 

A  feature  of  particular  interest  during  the  year  has  been  the  con¬ 
tinued  and  extended  development  of  ore  reserves.  The  satisfactory 
results  from  these  operations,  particularly  in  the  case  of  the  nickel- 
copper  ores  ‘of  the  Sudbury  district,  the  Porcupine  gold  ores  of 
Ontario  and  a  number  of  the  copper  and  lead  deposits  of  Biitish 
Columbia,  point  to  much  greater  annual  outputs  in  the  futui’e. 

Extension  of  ore  smelting  and  refining  facilities,  and  in  a  number  of 
cases  special  improvements  in  methods  of  practice,  have  also  been 
important  factors  in  the  year’s  operations.

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FOREIGN  TRADE  OF  ARGENTINA  IN  1912. 

According  to  official  statistics  received  at  the  Board  of  Trade,  the 
value  of  the  imports  of  merchandise  into  Argentina  in  1912  was 
384,853,469  pesos,  an  increase  of  18,042,783  pesos  as  compared  with 
1911,  and  the  total  value  of  the  exports  of  merchandise  was 
480,391,256  pesos,  an  increase  of  155,693,718  pesos.  Imports  of 
bullion  were  36,077,807  pesos,  an  increase  of  23,313,571  pesos  ;  and 
the  exports  of  bullion  were  585,621  pesos,  a  decrease  of  2,422,976  pesos. 
As  regards  imports,  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  figures  are 
based  on  the  arbitrary  valuations  of  the  Customs  tarifif  of  values, 
which  have  been  the  same  for  each  period.

REGULATIONS  FOR  PERSONS  ENTERING  VENEZUELA. 

H.M.  Legation  at  Caracas  report  that,  in  accordance  with  a  law 
recently  passed  by  the  Venezuelan  Congress,  all  persons  entering 
Venezuela  are  required  to  produce  a  certificate  of  vaccination  legalised 
by  a  Venezuelan  Consular  Officer.  No  charge  is  made  for  such 
legalisation.  Persons  arriving  from  the  West  Indies  must  fill  up  a 
luggage  list  on  a  form  supplied  gratis  at  a  Venezuelan  Consulate. 

Passports  are  not  required  for  persons  entering  Venezuela,  but 
some  such  evidence  of  nationality  and  identity  is  very  desirable. 
It  is  not  necessary  to  have  a  passport  legalised  by  a  Venezuelan 
Consul,  but  it  may  be  so  legalised,  if  desired,  on  payment  of  a  fee 
of  ten  shillings.  (C.  2,(;48.) 


RUBBER  INDUSTRY  IN  THE  CONGO. 

During  the  summer  of  last  year  H.M.  Vice-Consul  at  Stanleyville 
(Mr.  R.  J.  Purdon)  made  a  tour  of  the  new  free  trade  zone  south  of 
Stanleyville,  and  the  following  observations*  he  then  made  regarding 
the  rubber  industry  of  the  district  may  be  of  interest  in  connection 
with  the  articles  on  the  rubber  industry  of  the  Kasai,  which  were 
published  on  pp.  441-2  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  20th 
February  and  pp.  550-2  of  the  issue  of  6th  March  : — 

The  enhanced  price  offered  for  rubber  is  having  its  effect,  and  the 
native  is  beginning  to  bring  in  baskets  of  this  article  to  the  new

trading  posts  established  at  Kindu,  Kirundu,  Shuka,  Kilima,  many 
of  the  villages  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Lomami,  and  the  country 
which  lies  to  the  east  of  Kindu.  There  are  many  small  villages  on 
the  upper  reaches  of  the  Lomami  River  between  Meniapemba  and 
Bena  Camba,  where  small  quantities  of  rubber  are  readily  offered  for 
sale,  and  much  eagerness  is  evinced  by  the  native  chiefs  to  trade 
with  the  white  man.  These  villages,  however,  lie  a  few  miles  back 
from  the  river  bank,  and  navigation,  except  by  means  of  canoe,  is 
impossible.  The  average  price  demanded  in  this  portion  of  the 
Lomami  basin  is  about  9d.  per  kilog.,  and  would  probably  be  less  if 
goods  were  offered  in  lieu  of  cash.  The  value  of  money  here  is 
imperfectly  understood,  and  coins  of  a  greater  face  value  than  1  fi'anc 
ai-e  regarded  with  suspicion. 

The  goods  which  find  the  readiest  market  are  cloth,  salt,  toilet  soap, 
machetes  and  scents.  Smelling  bottles  are  much  appreciated,  but  bea^ 
appear  to  be  in  disfavour. 

Whilst  at  Bena  Camba  H.M.  Vice-Consul  ascertained  that  the 
following  prices  were  paid  to  natives  by  the  Lomami  Trading 
Company  at  that  station.  A  first  class  qu  ility  of  rubber  is  purchased 
at  1  franc  50  centimes  (Is.  3d.)  per  lb. ;  a  considerable  portion  of  this 
is  grown  in  the  Aruwimi  district,  and  is  brought  in  to  the  post  for 
sale.  Rubber  of  a  slightly  inferior  quality  is  purchased  at  1  franc 
25  centimes  (Is.  O^d.)  per  lb. ;  this  is  moctly  found  in  the  forest  on 
the  right  bank,  opposite  Bena  Camba,  and  is  forthcoming  regularly, 
but  in  small  quantities.  An  abandoned  mbber  'plantation  of  the 
State  exists  at  this  point,  but  was  so  dense  and  overgrown  with 
weeds  as  to  render  inspection  practically  impossible.  The  com¬ 
pany  has  11  hectares  (about  27^  acres)  of  rubber  under  cultiva¬ 
tion,  planted  at  various  periods  during  the  last  six  years,  and  the 
plants  inspected  seemed  exceedingly  healthy  and  vigorous ;  some  of 
these,  which  were  planted  out  as  tiny  seedlings  in  April,  had  attained 
a  growth  of  3  feet  by  the  beginning  of  September. 

Money  is  beginning  to  circulate  rapidly,  and  is  being  sent  in  fairly 
large  sums  from  Stanleyville  in  order  to  secure  the  rubber  and  ivory 
of  the  district.  The  prices  paid  by  trading  houses  to  natives  who 
bring  rubber  to  Kindu  vary  from  3  to  5  francs  per  kilog.  (Is.  l^d.  to 
Is.  lOd.  per  lb.),  according  to  quality.  At  Shuka  the  prices  offered 
are  slightly  lower,  and  at  Difuma  the  average  price  is  2.50  francs 
per  kilog.  (about  lid.  per  lb.);  this  is  a  State  valuation.  H.M. 
Vice-Consul  was  informed  that  the  “  Society  Commerciale  et  Finan- 
ci6re  Africaine”  had  decided  to  offer  goods  to  the  value  of  6  francs

RUSSIA  AND  FINLAND. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of 
copy  of  a  communication  from  H.M.  Commercial 
Attache  in  Russia  (Mr.  Henry  Cooke)  reporting 
that,  according  to  St.  Petersburg  press  notices,  an 
Inter-departmental  Conference  held  at  St.  Peters¬ 
burg,  under  the  presidency  of  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Minister  of  Commerce,  has  decided 
in  favour  of  the  imposition  of  Customs  duty  on  foreign  grain  (includ¬ 
ing  peas  and  beans)  imported  into  the  Empire  and  into  Finland,  at  the 
rate  of  30  copecks  per  pond  (Is.  ll|d.  j)er  cwt.).  The  Conference 
also  declared  itself  in  favour  of  imposing  a  duty  on  flour  imported 
into  Finland  at  the  same  rate  as  that  now  levied  on  flour  imported 
into  Russia,  i.e.,  45  copecks  per  poud  (2s.  ll^d.  per  cwt.). 

Mr.  Cooke  adds  that  this  decision  is  subject  to  the  revision  of  the 
Minister  of  Commerce  and  to  the  approval  of  the  Council  of  Ministers 
before  a  Bill  giving  effect  to  it  can  be  submitted  to  the  Legislative 
Chambers.

SWEDEN. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  at  p.  448  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  for  the  20th  February,  the  Board  of 
Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office, 
of  information  to  the  effect  that  a  measure  for  the 
future  reduction  of  the  Customs  duty  on  sugar 
has  been  passed  by  both  Chambers  of  the  Swedish 
Legislature.  This  measure  provides  that  from  the 
1st  January,  1914,  the  Customs  duty  on  refined  sugar  shall  be 
reduced  from  the  present  rate  of  14  ore  to  11  ore  per  kilog.,  with  a 
further  reduction  by  ^  Ore  per  kilog.  on  the  1st  January,  1916,  and 
again  on  the  1st  January,  1918.  The  duty  on  unrefined  sugar  is  to 
be  reduced  from  the  present  rate  of  9  ore  per  kilog.  to  8  ore,  7^  ore 
and  7  ore  per  kilog.,  respectively,  from  the  same  dates.  The  Customs 
duty  on  molasses  is  to  be  reduced  from  10  to  5  ore  per  kilog.  as 
from  the  1st  January,  1914. 

The  Bill  also  makes  provision  for  the  reduction  of  the  Excise  duty 
on  sugar  by  3  5re  per  kilog.  until  the  year  1918.

^  .  .  (No.  1713  B),  dated  17th  February,  1913, 

egma  urns  cancelling  Memorandum  No.  1522  B  of  27th 

regar  ing  ree  January,  1909,  and,  at  the  same  time,  laying  down 

n  ry  0  ima  s  amended  regulations,  with  effect  from  1st  April, 

1913,  in  regard  to  the  free  entry  of  animals  for  the 
'  improvement  of  stock  into  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

It  is  provided,  under  the  regulations,  that  no  animal  imported  for 
the  improvement  of  stock  shall  be  admitted  free  of  duty  unless  the 
owner  is  a  British  subject,  resident  in  the  British  Empire,  or  if  more 
than  one  owner,  each  is  a  British  subject,  resident  in  the  British 
Empire,  and  there  is  furnished  an  import  certificate  stating  that  the 
animal  is  recorded  in  a  Canadian  National  Record  or  in  a  Foreign 
Record  recognised  as  reliable  by  the  National  Record  Committee. 

A  statutory  declaration  by  the  owner,  or  one  of  the  owners,  that  he 
is  a  British  subject,  or  that  each  is  a  Biltish  subject,  resident  in  the 
British  Empire,  and  that  such  animal  is  the  identical  animal  described 
in  such  certificate,  must  be  provided,  and  that  such  animal  is  being 
imported  into  Canada  for  the  improvement  of  stock. 

In  case  such  certificate  is  not  at  hand  at  the  time  of  the  arrival  of 
the  animals,  entry  for  duty  ma}’^  be  accepted  subject  to  the  refund  of 
the  duty  upon  the  production  of  the  requisite  certificates  and  proofs 
in  due  form  satisfactory  to  the  Collector  within  one  year  from  the 
time  of  entry. 

The  form  of  certificate  to  be  accepted  for  the  free  importation  of 
animals  for  the  improvement  of  stock,  and  the  Customs  procedure  in 
connection  therewith,  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Minister 
of  Customs.  The  above  declarations  shall  be  attached  to  the  free 
import  entry,  and  may  be  made  before  the  Collector,  Sub-collector, 
Surveyor,  or  Chief  Clerk  at  the  port  where  the  animals  are  entered,  or 
before  any  functionary  authorised  by  law  to  administer  oaths. 

The  Memorandum  contains  the  specimen  forms  of  the  Import 
Certificate  and  declaration  required  to  be  delivered  to  the  Collector  of 
Customs  before  the  free  entry  of  animals  is  allowed.

COMMONWEALTH  OP  AUSTRALIA. 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  received,  from  the  Commonwealth  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Trade  and  Customs,  copy  of  Statutory 
Rules  (No.  15  of  1913),  dated  16th  January  last, 
laying  down  a  provisional  regulation  under  the 
“  Commerce  (Trade  Descriptions)  Act,  1905,"  in 
lieu  of  the  regulation  8  (b)  of  Statutory  Rules 
No.  120  of  1910  regarding  the  additional  “trade 
description  ”  to  be  applied  in  the  case  of  “  food  for 
infants  ”  imported  into  the  Commonwealth. 

The  present  Regulation  provides  that : 

“  8.  In  the  case  of  the  following  goods,  the  trade  description 
shall,  in  addition,*  comply  with  the  following  provisions : — 

(6)  In  the  case  of  food  for  infants,  if  any  such  food  when  pre¬ 
pared  as  directed  by  any  accompanying  statement  or  label — 

(1)  does  not  conform  approximately  in  proportional  com¬ 
position  to  human  milk,  the  trade  description  of  the 
food  shall  include  in  bold-faced  Sans-seriff  capital  type, 
conspicuously  displayed,  the  words  :  ‘  This  food  is 

ordinarily  unsuitable  for  infants  under  the  age  of  six 
months,  and  is  not  to  be  given  to  such  infants  except 
under  medical  direction.’

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  a  General  Order 
(No.  1,635),  dated  13th  February,  1913,  laying 
down  certain  amended  instructions  regarding  the 
rates  of  exchange  to  be  taken  for  goods  imported 
into  the  Commonwealth  from  countries  using  a 
gold  standard  of  currency. 

The  Order  states  that,  in  connection  with  im¬ 
portations  from  any  countries  which  have  adopted  the  gold  standard, 
the  rate  of  exchange  is  in  future  to  be  taken,  regardless  of  the 
increased  rate  of  exchange,  in  accordance  with  the  rates  prescribed  in 
the  Order,  without  variation. 

Any  importations  coming  under  notice  from  non-gold  standard 
countries  are  to  be  taken  on  the  basis  of  the  rate  of  exchange  shown 
on  the  invoice,  subject  to  verification  by  the  local  branch  of  the 
Royal  Mint  or  by  a  bank.

NORTHERN  RHODESIA. 

The  “Northern  Rhodesia  Gazette”  of  the  31st  December,  1012, 
contains  a  Government  Notice  (No.  68  of  1912) 
which  la3^s  down  certain  regulations  for  the  pre¬ 
vention  of  disease  among  stock  in  that  portion  of 
the  Territory  formerly  known  as  North-W estern  Rhodesia. 

Under  this  Notice  the  introduction  of  any  bull,  ox,  cow,  heifer, 
calf,  goat,  sheep  (except  sheep  for  slaughter),  pig,  or  of  the  meat, 
bones,  horns,  skins,  hides,  hoofs  or  offal  of  any  such  animal,  or  of 
seeds,  grass,  forage,  hay,  straw,  kraal  manure,  or  of  any  other  article 
likely  to  act  as  the  carrier  of  the  germs  of  any  disease  (as  defined  by 
North-Western  Rhodesia  Proclamation  No.  12  of  1911)  into  North- 
Western  Rhodesia  from  the  Territorj'^  of  Southern  Rhodesia,  the 
Bechuanaland  Protectorate,  German  West  Africa,  Portuguese  West 
and  East  Africa  or  the  Congo  Free  State  is  prohibited,  except  under 
permit  granted  by  the  Administrator  or  other  authorised  person 
under  certain  prescribed  conditions. 

A  permit  may  be  granted  for  hides  and  skins  to  pass  through  the 
Territory  formerly  known  North-Western  Rhodesia  from  the  Congo 
Free  State  to  any  place  outside  North-Western  Rhodesia. 

No  person  may  introduce  into  the  Territory  from  any  of  the  above- 
mentioned  Territories  any  horse,  mare,  gelding,  mule,  donkey,  or  the 
meat,  bones,  hoofs  or  offal  of  such  animal,  or  any  horns  or  skins  (other 
than  those  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section)  or  any  vehicles,  gear 
or  harness,  without  permission  previously  obtained  in  writing  from 
the  Administrator  or  other  authorised  person,  under  certain  specified 
conditions. 

Special  Regulations  are  also  prescribed  to  be  applicable  to  certain 
districts  of  Northern  Rhodesia. 

The  above-mentioned  “  Gazette  ”  also  contains  a  further  Government 
Notice  (No.  71  of  1912)  laying  down  certain  regulations  regarding 
the  movement  of  cattle  in  that  portion  of  the  Territory  formerly 
known  as  North-Western  Rhodesia. 
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SOUTHERN  NIGERIA.

GERMANY. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  at  pp.  453-454  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  for  the  20th  February,  respecting  the 
Regulations  concerning  the  importation  of  mer¬ 
chandise  into  Germany  by  rail  (Eisenbahn-Zollord- 
mmg),  it  is  desired  to  call  the  attention  of  British 
traders  to  the  fact  that  goods  entering  Germany 
by  rail  (even  goods  in  transit)  are  now  required  to  be  accompanied — 
apart  from  the  ordinary  consignment  note  (D’ochtbrief) — by  a  special 
declaration  (Warenerlidrimg),  in  duplicate,  in  the  prescribed  form, 
which  is  to  be  filled  up,  in  French  or  German,  by  the  sender  of 
the  goods,  and  in  which  (among  other  particulars)  the  nature  of  the 
goods  has  to  be  entered  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  employed 
in  the  German  Customs  Tariff  (nach  den  Benennungen  tmd  Unter- 
scheidungen  des  deutschen  Zolltarifs).  The  net  weight  of  the  goods  has 
also  to  be  given  in  respect  of  parcels  containing  goods  subject  to 
different  rates  of  duty.

Assessment  of 
Alcohol  Tax 
on  Imported 
Collodion. 


FRANCE, 

A  recent  French  Customs  Circular  notifies  a  change  in  respect  of  the 
assessment  for  duty  of  imported  collodion. 

In  addition  to  Customs  dut)'^  (40  francs  per  100 
kilogs.  net  under  the  “  Minimum  ”  Tariff^  collo¬ 
dion,  being  a  product  with  an  alcoholic  base,  is 
liable  to  the  internal  revenue  tax  on  alcohol,  which 
is  levied  on  the  basis  of  1’19  litres  of  alcohol  per  kilogramme,  net 
weight,  of  the  product.  Hitherto,  the  alcohol  tax  has  been  levied  as 
follows : — 

For  imported  collodion  not  containing  at  least  6  grammes  of 
pyroxyline  or  containing  more  than  50  centilitres  of  alcohol  per  litre, 
the  conmmption  duty  on  alcohol  has  been  levied  (i.e.  220  francs  per 
hectolitre  of  alcohol). 

For  collodion  containing  0  grammes  or  moie  of  pyroxyline  per 
litre  and  at  the  same  time  not  containing  more  than  50  centilitres  of 
alcohol  per  litre,  the  denaturatian  tax  only  has  been  levied.* 


♦  The  tax  on  denatured  alcohol  is  the  statistical  tax  (26  centimes  per  heclol.  of 
alcohol),  the  “control”  tax  (80  centimes  per  hectol.  of  alcohol)  and  the  “  manu- 
Eaeturing”  tax  (at  present,  2  frs.  26  cts.  per  hectol.  of  alcohol).

The  present  Circular  notifies  that  it  has  been  decided  that  in  future 
the  reduced  duty  (t.e.  the  denaturation  tax)  will  only  be  applied  to 
collodion  containing  a  volume  of  ether  at  least  equal  to  that  of  the 
alcohol  and  at  least  6  grammes  of  pyroxyline  per  litre,  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  which  for  industrial  (and  not  officinal)  purposes  is  formally 
proved,  before  the  product  is  taken  from  Customs  custody,  by  the 
presentation  of  an  acqtiit-d'Cautmi”  issued  by  the  Service  des 
Contributions  Indirectes.

Another  Circular  notifies  that,  disputes  having  arisen  as  to  the 
application  of  the  duty  of  1  franco  per  100  kilogs. 
gross  weight  to  fireproof  bricks  and  wares  “  with 
base  of  alumina”  (Tariff  No.  332,  paragraph  1), 
the  Gomite  consultaiif  des  Arts  et  Manufactures 
proposed  that  such  goods  shall  be  regarded  as 
“  with  base  of  alumina  ”  if  they  contain  more  than  30  per  cent,  of 
alumina.  But,  having  regard  to  the  possibility  of  error  in  the 
analysis  and  the  possible  variation  of  the  percentage  content  of 
alumina  in  different  samples  of  the  same  consignment,  the  Committee 
finally  proposed  to  fix  32  per  cent,  of  alumina  as  the  dividing  line 
between  bricks  and  wares  “  with  base  of  alumina  ”  and  other  fireproof 
bricks  and  wares.  The  Minister  of  Finance  has  rendered  a  decision 
in  accordance  with  this  proposal,  w’hich  decision  was  to  take  effect 
as  from  the  1st  April. 


FRANCE  (ALGERIA).

dential  Decree  providing  that  cotton  seed  of  any 
origin  may  only  be  imported  into  Algeria  if  the 
dow'ii  has  been  removed  therefrom  (dfpourvues  de 
hourre),  and  that  such  seed  may  be  imported  only  through  ports  to  be 
designated  b)'^  the  Governor-General  of  Algeria,  and  by  way  of  places 
on  the  Algerian-Tunisian  frontier  wdiich  are  to  be  designated  by 
agreement  between  the  tw'O  Governments,  On  arrival  at  such  ports, 
or  places  on  the  land  frontier,  the  seed  is  to  be  disinfected  under  the 
supervision  of  agents  appointed  by  the  Governor-General. 


SPAIN. 

The  “  Boletin  Oficial  de-  la  Direccidn  General  de  Aduanas  ”  for  the 
20th  March  contains  a  Koyal  Decree,  dated  the 
11th  March,  laying  down  regulations  concerning 
the  importation  into  and  circulation  within  the 
country  of  silver  and  silver  w'ares.  This  Decree 
provides,  inter  alia,  that  the  importation  of  silver,  pure  or  alloyed,  in 
the  form  of  bullion,  may  be  effected  only  through  the  Customs  houses 
in  the  provincial  capitals  and  through  those  of  Irun,  Port-Bou, 
Valencia  de  AlcAntara,  Cartagena,  Vigo  and  Gij6n.  The  consignees

Another  Circular  notifies  that  the  duties  deposited  on  nursery  stock, 
&o,  found  to  be  in  violation  of  the  Plant  Quaran¬ 
tine  Act  of  August  20th,  1912,  and  the  regulations 
thereunder,  and  exported  or  destroyed,  may  be 
refunded  from  “  Excess  of  deposits  ”  upon  proper 
evidence  of  exportation  or  destruction. 

Such  exportation  shall  be  under  Customs  supervision.  Evidence  of 
destruction  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  certificate  of  a  Customs  officer  or 
of  a  representative  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  certificate 
should  specify  the  kind  and  amount  of  stock  so  destroyed,  the  number 
of  the  permit  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  the  name  of 
the  importer.  A  certificate  of  a  State  department  of  agriculture  to 
the  fact  of  destruction  may  be  accepted  when  verified  by  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 


The  Treasury  Department  have  promulgated  revised  Regulations, 
dated  the  24th  February  (T.D.  33211),  to  give 
effect  to  the  Act  of  March  2nd,  1897  to  prevent 
the  importation  into  the  United  States  of  America 
of  impure  and  unwholesome  tea. 

Particular  attention  is  invited  to  changes  in  the 
“  Read  method,”  wdth  additions  and  modifications, 
for  the  detection  of  artificial  colouring  and  facing 
m<atter  (Regulation  22).  Minor  changes  have  also 
been  made  in  various  other  provisions.

In  accordance  with  Article  2, 
the  tariff  classification  of  the  foregoing  articles,  as  also  the  valuations 
which  are  to  serve  as  the  basis  for  the  assessment  of  the  duty,  are  to 
be  established  bv  the  P]xecutive  in  the  form  of  a  special  Section  of  the 
Tariff. 

The  Law  also  abrogates  the  official  tariff  valuations  and  the  tariff 
classification  hitherto  in  force  in  respect  of  articles  of  metal  known 
commercially  as  “  fanc}'  goods  ”  and  “  small  wares  ”  (merceria),  with  or 
without  accessories  or  ornaments  of  other  materials  ;  the  Executive  is 
to  establish  revised  classifications  and  valuations  for  these  goods  for  the 
purpose  of  applying  the  same  percentage  rates  of  duty  as  have  hitherto 
been  in  force.  The  goods  above  referred  to  are  those  of  metals  of  fine 
or  medium  quality  which  cannot  be  regarded  as  jewellery,  such  as 
silver  or  other  metals  in  the  form  of  table  services,  toilet  sets, 
ornamental  wares  (flower  stands,  table  centres  and  similar  goods),  and 
the  articles  specified  in  the  Tariff  under  the  name  of  Christofle  and  the 
like,  also  all  articles  of  silver,  silver  and  gold,  of  other  fine  or  medium 
quality  metals,  such  as  silvered  metals,  electro-plate,  Britannia  metal, 
German  silver,  even  combined  with  other  materials  or  with  accessories 
of  glass  or  porcelain. 

Clocks  are  to  be  re-valued  and  re-classified  for  tariff  purposes  by  the 
Executive,  the  percentage  rates  of  duty  hitherto  levied  remaining 
however  in  force. 

Old  plate  (chafalonia)  and  precious  metals  in  powder  are  declared 
exempt  from  dut\^  and  imposts. 

Empty  jewel  cases,  w'hether  or  not  imported  with  the  jewellery  to 
be  contained  therein,  are  to  pay  the  following  specific  duties  and  also

AUSTRALIA.

NETHERLANDS.

H.M.  Minister  at  The  Hague  reports  that  the  Netherlands — Belgian 
Commission,  which  was  appointed  to  consider  the 
best  means  of  improving  the  navigation  of  the 
river  Meuse  (Maas),  has  recently  issued  its  Report, 
and  that  it  is  probable  that  the  negotiations 
between  the  Netherlands  and  Belgian  Governments  on  the  subject, 
which  were  temporarily  suspended,  will  be  resumed. 

The  fears  expressed  that  the  canalisation  of  the  Meuse  would  benefit 
Rotterdam  at  the  expense  of  Antwerp  will  probably  be  somew^hat 


allayed  by  the  statement  made  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  by  the 
Netherlands  Minister  of  Waterways  that  his  Government  would  not 
oppose  a  Belgian  project  for  joining  the  Rhine  to  the  Scheldt  by 
means  of  a  canal  across  the  Dutch  portion  of  Limburg. 

From  a  summary  of  the  Report  published  in  the  “Gazette  de 
Hollande”  of  19th  February  it  appears  that  the  Commission  have 
prepared  a  scheme  providing  a  minimum  depth  of  2‘60  metres  (about 
8  ft.  6  ins.)  on  the  Middle  Meuse.  The  first  five  weirs  will  have  a 
drop  of  2  75  metres  (about  9  ft.)  each,  the  seven  following  weirs 
a  drop  of  2  metres  (about  6  ft.  6  ins.)  each,  whilst  the  last  two  weirs 
will  have  a  drop  of  3'50  metres  (11  ft.  0  ins.)  each.  The  locks  will 
be  of  sufficient  size  to  take  the  standard  2,000  ton  boats  used  on  the 
Rhine.  If  these  plans  are  adopted  it  is  expected  that  the  cost  will 
amount  to  over  37,500,000  florins  (£3,125,000).  (H.  3,727.)

the  Ocean  Quay,  Southampton  Docks.  The  Commissioners  found 
that  the  chest  which  failed  was  of  sound  construction,  and  that  the 
explosion  was  caused  by  the  accidental  opening  of  the  drain  cock 
attached  to  it,  which  brought  about  water  hammer  action  in  the  pipe. 
All  persons  were  absolved  from  blame  and  no  order  as  to  costs  was 
made.

brown  coal  deposits  in  Victoria,  H.M.  Trade  Com 
missioner  for  Australia  has  forwarded  a  copy  of  a 
short  report  by  the  Director  of  Geological  Survey 
on  the  brown  coal  resources  of  the  State.  Of  the  three  principal 
areas,  one  (which  may  conveniently  be  called  the  Laverton  area) 
occupies  practically  all  private  property,  and  underlies  Port  Phillip 
Bay.  The  other  two  principal  areas,  aggregating  about  1,000  square 
miles,  are  in  the  Latrobe  Valley  and  Alberton  districts,  and  im¬ 
portant  beds  of  brown  coal  may  eventually  be  found  to  extend  con¬ 
tinuously  between  them.  When  the  time  comes  to  work  these 
seams,  stripping  and  open  cut  operations  will  probably  be  used  on  a 
large  scale. 

'I’he  Director  recommends  that,  with  a  view  to  determining  the 
exact  extent  of  the  brown  coal  deposits,  and  in  order  to  secure  their 
economical  working,  the  State  should  pursue  a  steady  policy  of  boring 
the  brown  coal  areas. 

The  Latrobe  Valley  area  extends  from  near  Drouin  on  the  west  to 
Rosedale  on  the  east,  northwards  as  far  as  Toongabbie,  and  southwards 
to  Boolarra,  showing  a  minimum  breadth  of  three  miles  near  Darnum 
and  a  maximum  of  twenty  miles  in  the  Traralgon  district.  The 
Alberton  area  extends  from  near  Foster  on  the  west  to  Port  Albert 
on  the  east,  and  thence  north-easterly  to  beyond  Yarram,  showing  a 
breadth  of  from  six  miles  at  Welshpool  up  to  twenty  miles  on  the 
east,  as  the  area  trends  northward  to  join  the  Latrobe  Valley. 

In  the  Latrobe  Valley  and  Alberton  areas  brown  coal  has  been 
proved  over  30  feet  thick  in  eleven  localities  ;  over  100  feet  thick  in 
seven  localities ;  while  in  one  locality  several  beds  revealed  in  one 
bore  an  aggregate  thickness  of  780  feet.  At  many  localities  where 
brown  coal  is  known  to  exist  the  total  thickness  is  not  yet  proved. 
An  assumed  average  thickness  of  50  feet  (which  does  not  appear 
unreasonable  on  such  evidence  as  is  available)  would  give  a  total  of 
over  30,000,000,000  tons.  (6,630.)

RUSSIA  (SIBERIA). 

The  “  Pravitelstvennei  Vyestnik  ”  (St.  Petersburg)  of  23rd 
February  publishes  an  official  report  on  the  mining 
industries  of  the  Maritime  Province  in  1911,  of 
which  the  following  is  a  summary:  — 

In  the  course  of  the  year  the  Maritime  Province 
Administrative  Authorities  issued  to  49  persons  the  following  permits 
for  ore  prospecting,  viz.,  52  for  coal,  1  for  graphite,  8  for  iron  ore,  2  for 
manganese,  2  for  lead,  6  for  zinc,  2  for  copper,  1  for  silver,  6  for 
argentiferous  lead,  9  for  lead  and  zinc,  21  for  argentiferous  lead  and 
zinc,  1  for  argentiferous  lead  and  copper,  and  8  for  argentiferous 
lead,  zinc,  and  copper.  The  ore  deposits  are  chiefly  situated  in  the 
Olginsk  district  and  the  coal  beds  in  the  Nikolsk-Usurisk  district, 
with  the  exception  of  six  in  the  Khabarovsk  district.  The  total 
output  of  coal  from  15  collieries  amounted  to  7,712,458  pouds,  or 
4,547,417  pouds  less  than  in  1910,  the  falling  off  being  partly  attribu¬ 
table  to  the  exhaustion  of  some  of  the  most  productive  mines.  As 
regards  the  returns  available  in  respect  of  other  minerals,  the 
Tyetyukhe  Mining  Company  produced  275,996  pouds  of  argentiferous 
lead  ore  (galenite),  1,443,560  pouds  of  zinc  (calamine),  and  3,840 
pouds  of  copper  ore  (mountain  green  and  blue  copper)  in  1911.  In 
addition,  an  aggregate  of  106,218  pouds  of  magnetite  iron  ore  were 
obtained,  as  against  122,000  pouds  in  1910.  The  number  of  work¬ 
men  employed  in  mining  amounted  in  1911  to  3,291  (against  3,142 
in  1910),  of  w'hich  400  were  Russians,  400  Koreans,  and  2,491 
Chinese.

more  and  more  marked,  the  reason  for  which  is 
attributed  partly  to  the  uncertainty  in  the  political  situation  and 
partly  to  the  slackness  in  the  building  trades.  This  state  of  things 
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has  been  noticeable  for  a  long  time  in  the  finer  branches.  Building 
is  practically  at  a  standstill,  and  even  municipal  authorities  have  had 
to  limit  operations  owing  to  the  tightness  of  the  money  market. 
Customers  are  virtually  placing  orders  only  for  material  which  is 
absolutely  necessary.  Having  regard  to  these  circumstances  prices 
are  relatively  high.  It  is  impossible  to  say  at  the  moment  how 
matters  are  going  to  develop, ‘as  everything  depends  upon  the  political 
situation.  Should  this  eventually  turn  out  satisfactory  a  very  good 
future  is  predicted  for  the  German  ironmongery  and  hardware  trades. 
For  months  buyers  have  refrained  from  accumulating  stocks,  owing 
to  the  possibility  of  a  fall  in  prices.

The  “  Frankfurter  Zeitung  ”  of  30th  March  states  that,  in  consequence 
of  the  uncertainty  in  the  political  situation  and 
the  strained  money  market,  the  Rhenish- West¬ 
phalian  iron  market  continues  to  suffer  from  a 
dearth  of  orders.  The  trade  is  in  want  of  a  fresh 
impetus.  Merchants  and  consumers  alike  are 
holding  back  orders,  as  they  think  there  is  more  likelihood  of  a  fall 
than  a  rise  in  prices.  Nevertheless  works  are  quite  busy  on  the 
whole  owing  to  the  fact  that  contract  work  will  carry  them  over  the 
middle  of  the  year,  and  the  call  for  delivery  for  manufactured 
material  remains  satisfactory.  All  the  same,  manufacturers  are 
hoping  for  an  improvement  in  the  political  situation,  otherwise  the 
weakening  which  has  already  manifested  itself  in  the  case  of  some 
particular  branches  will  become  more  acute.  The  pig-iron  market 
remains  firm  and  prices  are  stable.  Smelters  are  extremely  busy  and 
find  some  difficulty  in  effecting  deliveries  to  time.  Trade  in  all 
branches  is  relatively  satisfactory,  except  in  the  case  of  bar  iron,  pur¬ 
chasers  for  which  are  holding  back  orders,  and  there  is  a  downward 
tendency  in  prices.  Engine  and  boiler  makers  are  quite  busy,  but 
fresh  orders  are  coming  in  slowl}^.  In  this  branch  of  engineering 
the  competition  of  the  electrical  industries  is  felt  considerably.

UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Chicago  (Mr.  H.  D.  Nugent)  reports  that 
125  manufacturers  of  pleasure  cars  were  repre¬ 
sented  at  the  Annual  Automobile  Exhibition 
recently  held  at  Chicago,  which  is  practically  the 
centre  of  the  United  States  motor  car  industry. 
B}’-  far  the  greater  part  of  the  exhibits  were  from 
the  surrounding  States,  and  not  a  single  foreign  car  was  shown. 
Prices  ranged  from  395  dols.  (about  £81 )  to  7,000  dols.  (about  £1,438). 
Amongst  the  principal  features  of  the  newer  cars  in  the  show 
mention  may  be  made  of  the  increased  number  of  sixes  and  limousines, 
fullness  of  equipment,  electric  lighting  and  starting,  long  stroke,  wire 
wheels,  detachable  rims,  longer  wheel  base,  longer  springs,  larger 
tyres,  V-type  radiators,  dirt-proof  construction,  improved  lubrication, 
silent  chains  for  cam  shaft  drives,  and  magnet  to  worm  drives. 
Sales  were  p.articularly  good  at  the  exhibition,  one  firm  obtaining  an 
order  for  6,000,000  dols.  (about  £1,233,000)  for  motor  lorries,  said  to 
be  the  largest  single  order  ever  given.  (C.  i,873a  ;  Ex.  1,316.)

GERMANY. 


Present  Dress 
Fashions. 


H.M.  Vice-Consul  at  Leipzig  (Mr.  B.  M.  Turner)  reports  that, 
according  to  the  local  press,  the  spring  business 
in  clothing  and  dress  materials  has  considerably 
increased  since  the  beginning  of  March.  Woollen 
stuffs  both  for  clothes  and  costumes  are  most  in  demand,  and  muslins 
and  washing  stuffs  take  second  place.  For  costumes,  homespuns  dom¬ 
inate,  while  at  medium  prices,  such  worsted  stuffs  as  whipcord, 
“  cotel6,”  and  “  longrips  ”  are  being  bought.  “  Moulinfi  ”  and 
“  melange  ”  costume  stuffs  are  selling  well,  cover-coatings  and  whip¬ 
cords  being  popular.  The  demand  for  “  composes  ”  exceeds  the 
supply. 

The  bright  colour  fashion,  which  now  completely  controls  the 
spring  business,  is  applied  to  costumes  only  as  regards  the  form  and 
colour  of  the  trimmings.  On  the  other  hand,  plain  coloured  stuffs 
are  being  sold  in  such  rich  colours  as  red.  Imperial  blue,  purple,  blue, 
strawberry,  lilac,  Saxon  and  Russian  greens,  and  various  shades  of 
yellow  and  brown.  In  these  stuffs  the  “  compose  ”  fashion  is  again 
to  the  fore  as  being  the  most  suitable  for  giving  striking  contrasts. 

Printing  and  washing  stuffs,  however,  are  having  a  greater  vogue 
than  plain  ones.  The  fashion  for  bright  colour,  pushed  everywhere 
as  the  “  Bulgarian  ”  mode,  has  increased  the  demand  for  printed 
cotton  voiles,  woollen  muslins,  silk  and  half-silk  crepes,  and  cotton 
“  frott6s.” 

The  fashions  for  the  winter  season  of  1913-14,  for  which  a  large 
portion  of  the  orders  has  already  been  placed,  are  now  becoming 
more  pronounced.  For  costumes  particularly,  stuffs  of  “  longrips  ” 
and  “  cotele”  character  seem  to  take  the  lead.  (6,841.)

Syndicate,  “  Istituto  Cotoniero  ”  (Milan)  can  be 
formed — has  been  nearly  obtained,  so  that  an 
early  consummation  may  be  expected,  not¬ 
withstanding  the  fact  that  the  consent  on  the  part  of  some  spinners 
is  only  provisional.  According  to  the  legal  constitution  of  the 
Syndicate,  the  duration  of  which  is  fixed  at  five  years,  it  is  intended 
to  keep  one-eighth  of  the  existing  4,800,000  Italian  cotton  spindles 
idle  and  to  compensate  the  owners  therefor.  If  it  is  impossible  to 
keep  this  number  of  spindles  unoccupied  then  it  is  proposed  to 
curtail  production  by  one-eighth  by  generally  putting  works  on 
short  time.

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SOUTHERN  NIGERIA. 

The  Commercial  Intelligence  Officer  for  Southern  Nigeria  recently 
Palm  oil  made  a  tour  of  inspection  with  a  view  to  ascertain- 

ing  whether  there  were  natural  reasons  for  the 
n  us  ^7  ^  ®  small  exports  of  palm  kernels  from  the  Eastern 

as  em  rovince.  province,  especially  Opobo,  as  compared  with  the 
exports  from  the  Western  Province,  or  wdiether  the  shortage  was 
due  to  wholesale  waste  of  uncracked  palm  nuts.  From  a  report  of 
his  investigations,  published  in  the  official  “  Lagos  Customs  and  Trade 
Journal”  of  17th  February,  it  appears  that  his  tour  was  practically 
conhned  to  districts  falling  within  the  trading  influence  of  Opobo, 
Bonny,  and  adjacent  ports,  and  did  not  extend  very  far  north.  Oil- 
palms  wei’e  seen  in  most  districts,  but  the  striking  feature  of  the  tour 
was  the  discovery  of  the  surprising  wealth  of  oil-palms  in  the  Abak, 
Uyo,  and  Ikot-Ekpene  districts,  where  the  trees  are  not  worked  to 
anything  like  their  full  extent,  and  consequently  both  oil  and  kernels 
are  lost  to  trade.  The  Officer  could  find  no  proof  of  any  wdiolesale 
wastage  of  nuts,  though  he  w’as  told  by  the  natives  that  up  to  a  few 
years  ago  they  placed  no  value  on  the  uncracked  nuts,  but  used  them 
as  fuel ;  he  w’as  given  to  understand  that  now  they  are  all  cracked 
and  sold.  Wastage  may  possibly  be  caused  by  mutilation  of  the  nuts 
by  the  native  custom  of  using  any  odd  piece  of  hard  wood  or  iron  for 
cracking  the  nuts. 

Another  reason  for  the  small  production  of  the  Eastern  Province 
may  be  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  natives  in  the  districts  falling 
within  the  trading  influence  of  Opobo  have,  at  present,  few  outside 
wants  other  than  gin  and  tobacco.  They  do  not  buy  cloth  and  other 
manufactured  European  goods  to  nearly  the  same  extent  as  the 
natives  of  the  Western  Province,  and  consequently  have  not  the  same 
incentive  to  exert  themselves  to  produce  the  maximum  output. 

The  Commercial  Intelligence  Officer  considers  that  the  ratio  of 
kernels  to  oil  in  the  0}X)bo  districts  will  increase,  though  it  may  not 
reach  the  same  proportion  as  at  Lagos,  and  the  production  ot  both  oil 
and  kernels  would  probably  be  largely  augmented  in  the  districts  of 
the  Eastern  Province  lying  between  the  Niger  and  Cross  Rivers  if 
a  railway  were  constructed  in  that  part  of  the  country.

H.M.  Consul  at  Patras  (Mr.  F.  B.  Wood,  I.S.O.),  writes  that 
there  is  so  much  competition  amongst  agents 
in  the  United  Kingdom  to  secure  the  represen¬ 
tation  of  dried  fruit  shippers  in  Greece  that  these 
agents,  finding  that  they  cannot  secure  the 
agencies  of  reliable  firms  owing  to  the  latter  having  already  agents 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  take  up  the  business  of  anyone  calling 
himself  an  exporter  of  currants.  The  United  Kingdom  currant 
dealers,  for  their  part,  frequently  make  the  mistake  of  trusting 
to  the  honesty  of  the  agent,  who  of  course  is  powerless  if  the 
firm  he  represents  are  not  honest  and  reliable.  The  Consul  adds  that 
he  has  lately  received  bitter  complaints  from  agents  in  the  United 
Kingdom  regarding  the  ti'eatment  they  have  received  at  the  hands 
of  certain  currant  shippers  in  Greece,  treatment  which  would  in 
many  cases  have  been  avoided  had  they  taken  the  precaution  of 
making  enquiries  on  the  spot  before  entering  into  business  with 
these  firms. 

The  Consul  sends  a  list  of  currant  shippers  not  of  the  kind  referred 
to,  which  may  be  obtained  b}’’  dried  fruit  importers  in  the  United 
Kingdom  on  application  to  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of 
the  Board  of  Trade,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.  (C,181.)

UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  (PHILIPPINE  ISLANDS). 

Enquiries  made  of  the  competent  Department  in  Washington  have 
elicited  the  reply  that  no  official  report  has  been 
received  from  the  Executive  Authorities  of  the 
Philippine  Government  respecting  the  damage 
hemp  crop  by  the  typhoons  \vhich  passed  over  the 
Visayan  group  of  the  Islands  last  autumn.  In  the  absence  of  such 
report  it  is  believed  that  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  the  damage  suffered 
by  the  hemp  crop  was  not  serious.  In  fact,  the  Department  is  in 
receipt  of  unofficial  reports,  some  of  them  dated  as  late  as 
23rd  December,  1912,  to  the  effect  that  the  prospects  for  a  successful 
crop  of  hemp  w'ere  excellent.  (6,71)3.) 


BRAZIL. 

The  following  information  relative  to  the  cattle  industry  of  Brazil 
is  from  the  report  by  the  Acting  British  Consul-General  at  Rio  de 
Janeiro  (Mr.  E.  Hambloch)  on  the  trade  of  that  district  in  1911  and 
1912,  which  will  shortly  be  issued : — 

Brazilian  cattle  weigh  on  an  average  250  kilogs.  (551  lbs.)  each.  The 
price  of  cattle  varies  from  60  to  1 25  milreis  (£4  to 
Cattle  Industry.  £8  6s.  8d.),  and  the  average  prices  are  from  80  to 
100  milreis  (£5  6s.  8d.  to  £6  13s.  4d.).  The 
slightest  increase  in  the  demand  of  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  market 
causes  a  rise  in  price  of  10  to  15  per  cent.,  so  that  the  idea  of 
establishing  cold  storage  plant  at  Tres  Corafoes,  Sitio  and  Bemfica, 
the  three  districts  which  supply  the  Rio  market,  seems  hardly  sound. 
It  is  understood,  however,  that  a  scheme  is  being  discussed  for 
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installing  such  plant  at  Barretos,  at  the  end  of  the  Paulista  Railway 
line.  Such  a  scheme  may  meet  with  success,  as  the  station  is  near 
the  immense  pasture  land  of  Matto  Grosso. 

There  is  evidence  that  the  State  Governments  are  awaking  to  the 
possibilities  of  the  cattle  industry,  and  that  gnants  for  the  importation 
of  animals,  which  have  recently  decreased,  may  again  be  augmented. 
The  moment  would  therefore  seem  propitious  for  British  breeders  to 
give  their  attention  to  the  Brazilian  market. 

A  large  company  are  planning  the  construction  of  a  big  cold  storage 
plant  at  SSo  Paulo  and  the  establishment  of  breeding  farms  in  Goyaz 
and  Matto  Grosso,  as  well  as  in  various  other  States  of  the  south  of 
Brazil.  This  company  are  stated  to  have  acquired  9,000,000  acres  of 
cattle-raising  land  in  the  interior,  and  to  intend  to  export  frozen  meat 
to  Europe  in  their  own  steamships,  fitted  with  refrigerating  machinery. 
The  best  strains  of  Hereford  and  Durham  cattle  are  to  be  imported 
to  improve  the  South  American  stock,  which  must  necessarily  be  used 
at  the  outset.  Hogs  are  also  to  be  raised. 


PERSIA. 

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Ispahan  (Mr.  T.  G.  Grahame)  reports  that 
fs.  •  experts  estimate  that  the  1912  cotton  crop  in 
+1,  ^  ^  Ispahan  district  has  yielded  about  460,000 

shahmans  (about  53,393  cwts.),  or  about  40,000 
u  nc  in  .  ghahmans  (4,643  cwts.)  less  than  that  of  1911, 
but  somewhat  above  the  normal  crop.  Local  prices  rose  considerably 
at  the  beginning  of  the  cotton  season  (October  and  November)  in 
sympathy  with  the  high  prices  then  ruling  in  Russia,  and,  as  a 
further  rise  was  expected,  some  30,000  to  40,000  shahmans  (3,482  to 
4,643  cwts.)  of  cotton  were  sent  to  the  Ispahan  market  from  Yezd, 
Ardakan,  Nain,  and  other  districts  outside  the  province  of  Ispahan. 
Of  the  amount  thus  available,  say  500,000  shahmans  (58,036  cwts.), 
about  one-third  had  been  sold  by  the  end  of  December,  a  large  part 
being  exported  to  Russia.  (C.  2,424.) 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  200  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  24th  October,  1912,  relative  to  the 
estimated  almond  crop  in  the  Ispahan  district  in 
1912,  H.M.  Consul-General  at  Ispahan  reports 
that  later  estimates  place  the  yield  at  about 
80,000  shahmans  (9,286  cwts.),  or  approximately 
the  same  as  in  1911,  but  very  far  below  that  of  1910,  which,  however, 
was  a  record  year.  Prices  remained  steady  during  the  last  quarter 
of  the  year,  and  sales  of  almond  kernels  were  made  at  about  27  krans 
(11s.)  per  shahman  (13  lbs.),  which  is  the  same  as  the  maximum 
price  in  January,  1912.  (C.  2,424.)

H.M.  Minister  points  out  that  the  importation  of  frozen  meat  in 
1912  would  have  been  considerably  greater  than  it  was  but  for  the 
fact  that  the  London  strike  interfered  considerably  with  the  trade  via 
London,  and  that  owing  to  the  Italian  market  being  overstocked  with 
Argentine  meat,  prices  for  this  commodity  were  quoted  in  Switzerland 
at  much  below  London  rates  ;  consequently,  hardly  any  business  was 
done  in  Australian  meat  during  the  latter  part  of  December,  1912. 

In  1911  the  trade,  although  only  in  its  infancy  in  Switzerland,  had 
made  considerable  progress,  and  but  for  the  high  rate  of  Customs 
duty  then  ruling  would  have  made  much  more.  As  the  result  of 
popular  demand  for  frozen  meat  arising  out  of  the  steadily  increasing 
price  of  fresh  meat,  the  Federal  Government  decided  at  the  end  of 
1911  to  reduce  the  duty  on  frozen  meat  to  the  same  rate  as  that  for 
fresh  meat.  From  the  moment  that  this  decree  came  into  force  the 
importation  of  frozen  meat  greatly  increased.  (6,269  ;  C.  1,535.)

It  may  Ije  noted  that  beginning  with  the  issues  for  1909  the  figures  of 
Volumes  I.  and  II.  relate  to  the  countries  of  consignment  for  imports,  and 
countries  of  final  destination,  so  far  as  known,  for  exports.

The  arrangement  inaugurated  on  Ist  January,  1907,  whereby  the 
names  of  British  firms  desirous  of  receiving  confidential  information 
as  to  opportunities  for  the  extension  abroad  of  those  branches  of  trade 
in  which  they  are  specially  interested,  and  as  to  other  connected  matters, 
are  placed  on  a  special  Register  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  has  met  with  widespread  approval,  as  evidenced 
by  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  names  so  registered.  For¬ 
merly  no  charge  was  made  for  admission  to  the  Register,  the  only 
requirement  being  subscription  to  the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal.” 
The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  names  inscribed,  and  in  the 
amount  of  information  distributed,  having  rendered  it  necessary 
to  make  a  small  charge  for  the  service,  firms  desirous  of  utilising 
this  source  of  information  are  required  to  pay  an  annual  fee 
of  one  guinea  to  the  Accountant  General,  Board  of  Trade,  White¬ 
hall  Gardens,  London,  S.W.,  for  the  service,  inchidhig  the  supply 
of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal,”  instead  of  merely  subscribing 
to  the  “Journal,”  as  previously,  through  the  Government  Sale 
Agents.  British  firms  who  wish  to  have  their  names  registered 
should  apply  in  writing  to  the  Director,  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.,  for  the  necessary  form  of 
application. 

Admission  to  the  Register  and  retention  upon  it  will  be,  as  hereto¬ 
fore,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  confidential  information  which  is  communicated  to  firms  upon 
the  Register  is  received  from  His  Majesty’s  Consular  Officers  in  Foreign 
Countries,  from  His  Majesty’s  Trade  Commissioners  and  the  Imperial 
Trade  Correspondents  in  the  British  Dominions,  and  from  other  sources 
available  to  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch. 

It  may  be  stated  that  confidential  information  thus  received  relates 
mainly  to  openings  for  British  Trade  abroad,  and  is  communicated  to 
firms  on  the  Register  in  Circular  letters.  During  1912,  1,098  such 
Circular  letters  were  prepared,  and  copies  (totalling  146,578)  were 
despatched  to  firms  on  the  Register  interested  in  the  trades  to  which 
the  Circular  letters  respectively  related,  as  compared  with  1,091 
Circular  letters  and  copies  totalling  142,032  sent  out  in  1911. 

Note. — Apart  from  the  Special  Register  arrangements  referred  to 
above,  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  is  always  ready  to  answer 
enquiries  on  specific  subjects,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  interests  of 
British  trade  (see  below).
